midnight on October 15th, 1787. His consecration in Lambeth Palace eight 
weeks earlier was the beginning of the Anglican Episcopate in Canada. It was, 
as one historian puts it, an epoch- marking event in the history of the Church”.

THE STEWARD'S LIFE IS GENEROUS 


“Freely you have received; freely give," said Jesus. Stewards give 
generously because they are instructed by Christ to do so, because 
they are grateful to God, because others are in need, because the 
church is born to serve. The steward is a generous giver because 
God is a generous giver. The steward is a dispenser of God's gifts, 
a giver like God himself. 


Those who have attempted to confront themselves about their giving 

to church and charity know how delightfully easy it is to manufacture 
excuses and deceptions. The simple truth is that we are enslaved. 
Delivered by Christ from one yoke of slavery, we have gone and submitted 
ourselves to another - money. If you cannot give, you are not free; 
you don't possess your wealth, it possesses you. 


Set yourself free. Give. Better yet, tithe. Give at least a tenth 

of your income to the Lord's work. Don't look at the church budget 

and ask: What is my share of this? Instead, look at your own resources 
and ask: What is God's share of this? According to the Parable 

of the Talents, God's share is not just 10 percent, but 100 percent. 

The tithe is not a tip for services rendered. Tithing is an act 

of faith and a test of faith. It will not stretch your budget nearly 

as much as it will stretch your soul as you methodically and regularly 
learn to trust God. 


But remember this: Giving only scratches the surface of the meaning 
of stewardship. After all, what you give to God is already his. 
What you retain for your own use is also his. Your stewardship is 
measured not only in what you give, but in how you manage what you 
retain.

"THE RABBI'S GIFT 


There is a story about a rabbi and an abbot. It seems that an abbey of 
monks had fallen on hard times. Not only was the place run-down, but 
the community had dwindled to five old men and the abbot. There had 
been no new vocations in many years. 


The tired abbot went to see an old rabbi who spent each day in a makeshift 
hut in the woods. He asked the rabbi why bad times had befallen the 
monastery and what he could do about it. The rabbi responded with 
aimless remarks: “The world is ending!“ "No one respects the Sabbath!" 
and more. The abbot and the rabbi sat in silence for many hours. 

As the abbot got up to leave, the frazzled rabbi off-handedly said, 

"And remember, one of you is the Messiah.” 


When the abbot returned to the abbey, he was asked by his monks what 
the rabbi had said. "One of you is the Messiah." Over the next few 
weeks, each of them pondered what the rabbi had said. Surely, Thaddeus 
was not the Messiah. Elroyd, of course not! Etheired, never! Nevertheless 
that's what the rabbi had said: “One of you is the Messiah.” However, 
each of them decided to treat the others as if they were the Messiah. 
They offered extraordinary respect to their brothers. In fact, they 
began to regard even themselves with great respect. Who knows, he 
might be the Messiah! The monks began to notice the difference. But 
more, the people in the local town noticed it, too. The word began 

to spread that the brothers of the abbey treated one another with high 
regard and respect. People once again came to the abbey to worship 
and to seek counsel. Novices were present again in the monastery. 
Within a year the abbey was thriving and a centre of love in the land.

It seems to me that we often, almost sulkily. reject the 
good that God offers us because at that moment, we expected 
some other good.. . . On every level of our life---in our 
religious experience, in our gastronomic, erotic, aesthetic,

TRENDS IN YOLUNTEERISM 


The following are trends the church needs to know about: 


Since there are fewer stay-at-home wives in any social class, much less 
volunteer time is being offered by this group which once formed the 
backbone of most volunteer programs, especially in the church. 


The fastest growing segment of the volunteer force is working men 
and women. 


The group of people volunteering is broader - it contains seniors, 
youth, ethnic groups, the unemployed, the handicapped. 


The “what's in it for me?" question is more explicitly asked. People 
want to know that their work will accomplish some good and also help 
them in some way, by increasing their knowledge, providing contacts, 
developing their skills, increasing their potential in a tight job 
market, getting them friends, getting them out of a tension-filled 
house, satisfying their urge to contribute and so on. 


The democratization of society means that people who are involved 
in volunteer work want some voice in the decision-making that affects 
the work they do. 


Most people volunteer because someone asked them to. Most people 
who do not volunteer, don't a) because they haven't been asked, 
b) because they feel the work is useless, or c) because they feel 
unrecognized. 


Volunteers are willing to commit themselves to short term tasks. 


The competition for volunteers increases daily. The organizations 
which meet most of the potential volunteer's requirements (meaningful 
work, clear task, adequate recognition, relatively pleasant working 
partners and so on) will capture the volunteer's time and commitment. 
And unhappy volunteers leave organizations {and churches) if these 
requirements are not, at least in part, met.

Where religion 
and science conflict, it is usually bad religion and bad science. 


The Book of Alternative Services avoids the old scientific-religious 
disputes by affirming the traditional biblical faith in God the Creator 
without taking any position on the method of creation or on the Sequence 


and timing of the unfolding of the atoms. One of its Significant 

contributions to the liturgy of the church in a scientific and technolo- 

gical age is the restoration of an attitude of wonder and thanksgiving 

for the beauty of the natural order and reverence for the things & 
of the earth.

Contrary to common belief that mainly young people are being laid off, 

all age groups are affected. Young people (14-24) years make up more 

than one third of the unemployed. The (25-44) age group accounts for 
almost half of the unemployed.

Yet the drama goes on to speak of a 
patient Creator who continued to beckon a recalcitrant creature 
through the pressures of conscience, the rhythms of nature, 
and the lessons of history. But to no avail. Again the same 
unswerving Love, acted, calling out a covenant community as 

a place of fresh overtures, raising up patriarch and prophet 
to portray the dream of final freedom and peace (Shalom). 
Again, failure. 


Finally the dream took human form in the midst of a hostile 
world; in Jesus, Shalom became flesh and dwelt among us. In 
one last act of defiance a sought-after humanity killed the 
dream. Yet that eclipse signaled, paradoxically, the costly 
divine victory over the lethal powers of human perversity. 


On Easter morning the last enemy met its match and the future 
was opened. Out of these events - at Bethlehem and Galilee, 

on Calvary, and in the tomb on Easter - a new community was 
born, made up of those who had caught a glimpse of the first 
fruits of victory, marking their presence in their own world 
where the hungry are fed, justice is done, and peace is made, 
and looking for their fruition in the Not Yet. To them belongs 
the task of telling the story, celebrating it, and enacting it.

"I did not find a job in over 18 months. Unemployment to me was like SLOW DEATH.” 
said Jerry Horton. 


Contrary to common belief that mainly young people are being laid off, all age groups 
are affected, Young people (15-14) years make up more than one third of the un- 
employed.

AN ADVENT PROCESSION WITH CAROLS 


In the old Liturgies of the Church, the Advent Offices made 

a very vivid preparation for the coming of our Lord to Earth. 
This Carol Service, which is taken largely from the one used 

in King's College, Cambridge, is designed to include as many 
of these features as possible. Properly, the choir should be 
moving in Procession from West to East, from ‘Darkness to Light", 
but the short length of our Nave only allows us to do this 
symbolically. First, from the chancel gallery the ancient 
Responsory of Advent Sunday Mattins, and a Carol, announce the 
hope of the Messiah. After a bidding Prayer, the choir enters, 
singing St. Ambrose's great hymn, “Come, thou Redeemer of the 
earth". Prophetic lections alternate with carols. Finally 
the Gospel of the Redemption replaces the Prophets and the 
whole congregation stands to say with the Minister the last 
Responsory of Advent, and to sing the great Advent hym, "0 
come, Emmanuel".

Prayer, in the sense of being on our knees, is always an activity. 
That is obvious when we intercede for others, and it is stil! fairly 
obvious when in our meditation our conscious mind is active as we a 
busily think over some passage from the Bible or whatever. But it 

is less obvious that prayer is activity when our conscious mind is 
quiescent or grinds to a halt, and we apprehend God and our unity 
with Him at a far deeper level than that of conscious thought or 
identifiable feelings. Here it looks very much as if we are passive 
and in a sense we are, But passivity, when it is receptive, is always 
action and action of a high order. Here is an example from earthly 
experience. Say I am musical and attend a concert. From one point 
of view I am totally passive. Indeed, unless I am passive, unless 

I cease from activity in the usual sense, the music is wasted on me. 
But after the concert is over I find that I am quite tired, happily 
tired no doubt, but tired none the less. My tiredness shows that 

my passivity in the concert hall was also a deep form of activity. 

To receive and take in the music was a spending of energy. So also 
in the prayer of contemplation, when the mind and the feelings are 
quietened and we become passively receptive in the presence of God, : (3 
our passivity is a deep and costly form of activity. It is action 

of the highest human order which always consists of letting go and 
letting God take on.

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The wonderful thing about saints is that they were human. They lost 

their tempers, got hungry, scolded God, were egotistical or testy or 

impatient in their turns, made mistakes and regretted them. Still they 

went on doggedly blundering toward heaven. And they won sanctity partly Ss 
by willing to be saints, not because they encountered no temptation 

to be less. 


Occasionally there was one for whom the struggle seems to have been 

easy, like Thomas Aquinas, fat and kind and heavy with thought. It 

is impossible to discover genuine meanness or sin even in the boy at 
school whom they called “the dumb ox". But Francis of Assisi was a 

gay rake and prodigal before he gave all he had to the poor and took 

up his staff and sandals. The Portuguese John of God was a gambler, 

a drunkard and a mercenary soldier until he was forty. Then all these 
talents one would have thought spent and wasted he gathered up into 

his hands and showered on the sick poor. Mary of Egypt was a harlot 

like Magdalene before her. And the most tempestuous of them all was 
Saint Augustine, whose famous cry of the hear, “God make me chaste, 

but not yet", rings down through the years with the authentic human 

note. There have been, among the saints, thieves, beggars, and vagabonds, R 
even men who killed. That they turned the fury of their impulses toward 
good and toward God instead of toward the evil they knew perfectly well 
existed, is their accolade. It is the reason that spying on them is 

such a satisfying pursuit. Not much of the glory rubs off on the pursuer 
but then a bird watcher does not expect to learn how to fly. 


And if I cannot learn how to fly like them or sing like them, I can 
learn a little of their ways. I can study the courtesy of Francis, 

the generosity of Bridget, the unpretentiousness of Philip, the self- 
command of Augustine, the kindness of Thomas, or that merriment in the 
face of adversity which was peculiarly Teresa's. It gives me, I repeat, 
an occupation, and I hope it will at length give me a little grace.

OUR UNUSED POTENTIAL 


I think that the mainstream church congregations just don't 
do enough with their conviviality and their community as 

an evangelizing agency. What I find, what every study 

of the unchurched finds, is that when you ask what would 
bring them back, or bring them there for the first time, 
they don't say the prospect of better sermons, or music 

or architecture or program. They say "If the people whose 
life style I share, if the people I work with and hang 

out with find that something is important, I will entertain 
it. If everybody I know is doing aerobics, I might be 
invited by them, and then I'd do it. If everybody I know 
is jogging, and they invite me, then I might do it, and 
therefore, if some of the church people who are important 
to me invite me, and I find there are meanings there, and 
there's a sacrality there, and there is a program of action 
there, and an institution of care there, I'd let it work 

on me and I'd become part of it." That's what I mean by 
saying you have to be inviting and you have to invite. 

I believe that thinking of the congregation as an inviting 
agency would do more than all these denominational task 
forces on evangelism and evangelism committees. Whenever 

I hear one of them is being formed, I know the world isn't 
going to change one bit. We get reports but nobody ever 
invites anybody.

GIFTS FOR OUR CHURCH 


We on vestry are well aware of the need for Christ Church 
to reach out in ministry to the needy. This is doubly 
true in 1986 with its situations of economic hardship. 


We also recognize that in addition to caring for the needy, 
some of our members will be able and will want to contribute 
to tangible improvements which will add to the functional 
use of Christ Church and to its beauty. 


We have therefore prepared this partial list: 


The sound system amplifiers gave out on us after Christmas. 
The replacement system which went into operation early 
this month is a great improvement. Its cost was $2,600. 
We did not have this item in our 1986 budget. 


2. A system to help the hard-of hearing can be installed 
at a cost of perhaps $3,000. 


3. Our folding machine which is essential for church 
bulletins and mailings is in a delicate condition 
and must be replaced at a cost of $2,000. 


4. The belfry is not insulated ot heated. Our bell ringers 
suffer through some very uncomfortable times in the 


winter. The cost of upgrading the belfry could be 
$7,000. 


5. Oak framed shelving for the back of the church to 
hold collection plates, large print hymn books and 
incorporating racks for the many excellent pamphlets 
and booklets now available about the faith. This 
would also include an information display area for 
all who enter and leave church by the main door rather 

than gathering in the Crump Room. This would cost

These and a variety of smaller projects will be of signi- 
ficant benefit to the church. The clergy or wardens will 
be pleased to discuss them with you. Each could be given 
either as a memorial or as a thanksgiving. 


You will notice that in the past year we have made consider- 
able improvement to the gymnasium, basement, corridors 

and nursery, as well as improvements to the lighting in 
various places in the church. Some of the painting was 

done by volunteers. 


We have always been fortunate in the generosity of our 
parishioners both in regular giving and in donations for 
special needs such as the folding machine (item 3 above). 
We hope to continue making Christ Church attractive and 
special for all who use this beautiful place.

Oxendale has come in after 10 p.m. to check that all 
exterior doors are locked. Mackin is moving to Edmonton 
and takes our thanks with him. One of our parishioners 
has volunteered to check the doors for the next few weeks. 
Do you know someone suitable, living close to the church, 
who could carry on this most important function? We have 
a modest monthly salary in mind. 


Because of the real possibility of vandalism we are asking 
that ~ except for Sunday morning - all exterior doors to 
the church be kept locked. The exception is the door to 
the office of the church off 8th Avenue which is to be 
open as long as someone is "around" the door to ensure 

its security. i

FOOL by Frederick Buechner 


The wisdom of men is the kind of worldly wisdom that 

more or less all men have been living by since the 

cave man. It is best exemplified by such homely ut- 

terances as You've got your own Life to Lead, Business a 
44 business, Charity begins at home, Don't get involved, 

God helps those who help themselves, Safety first, and 


so forth. 


Although this wisdom can lead on occasion to ruthless- 
ness and indifference, it is by no means incompatible 
with Niceness, as the life of anyone apt to read (or 
write) a book like this bears witness. A man can be 
basically interested in nothing so much as feathering 
his own nest and still give generously to the Cancer 
Fund, be on the Board of Deacons, run for town office, 
and have a soft spot in his heart for children and 
animals. 


It is in contrast to all this that what St. Paul calls 
"the foolishness of God" looks so foolish. What God 
says is "The life you save is the life you lose." 

In other words, the life you clutch, hoard, guard, 

and play safe with is in the end a life worth little 
to anybody, including yourself, and only a life given 
away for love's sake is a life worth living. To bring 
his point home, God shows us a man who gave his life 
away to the extent of dying a national disgrace without 
a penny in the bank or a friend to his name. In terms 
of men's wisdom, he was a Perfect Fool, and anybody 
who thinks he can follow him with out making something 
like the same kind of a fool of himself is laboring 
under not a cross but a delusion. There are two kinds 
of fools in the world: damned fools and what St. Paul 
calls "fools for Christ's sake." (I Corinthians 4:10)

"There is not one of us whose life has not already 
been touched somewhere with joy. Yet, ironically 
enough, these are likely to be precisely the moments 
that we do not associate with religion. (We tend 
to think that. joy is not only not properly religious 
but that it is even the opposite of religion).

We may observe that the teaching of Our Lord Himself, 

in which there is no imperfection, is not given us in 

that cut~and-dried, fool-proof, systematic fashion we 

might have expected or desired. He wrote no book. We 

have only reported sayings, most of them uttered in answer 
to questions, shaped in some degree by their context. 

And when we have collected them all we cannot reduce 

them to a system. He preaches but he does not lecture. 

He uses paradox, proverb, exaggeration, parable, irony; 

He utters 
maxims which, like popular proverbs, if rigorously taken, 
may seem to contradict one another. His teaching therefore 
cannot be grasped by the intellect alone, cannot be got 
up! as if it were a subject. If we try to do that 

with it, we shall find Him the most elusive of teachers. 

He hardly ever gave a straight answer to a straight question. 
He will not be, in the way we want, ‘pinned down'. The 
attempt is (again, I mean no irreverence) like trying

SOME WORDS OF EXPLANATION 


The Service tonight has a twofold purpose:

to give thanks to God for the Gift given 
to the Church on the first Maundy Thursday, 
the gift of the Eucharist made at the Last 
Suppers; and 


to prepare our hearts and minds for the 
observance of the most solemn day of the 
Christian Year, Good Friday. The first 
part of the Service, the Eucharist itsels, 
44 characterized by an atmosphere of joyful 
thanksgiving. The Introit and Gradual, 
Offertory and Communion Sentences, with 
their joyful outbursts of Ateekuia, the 
Gospek sung in the midst of the congrega- 
tion, the use of Servers carrying candles 
An procession, the Communion Motet - all 
of these are symbols of the Church's deep 
Sense of joyful thanksgiving as we recall 
Liturgicalky the gift of this great Sacra- 
ment of Love.

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MEDICO-ECCLESIASTICAL DISEASES 


Liturgical Aphasia - A sudden stopage of the vocal organs during 
hymns and chants and at the end of prayers, resulting in either 
complete silence or a thin, reedy sound of uncertain pitch. 

Found more often in males than in females. Recovery is usually 
immediate when the patient is given coffee in the Parish Hall. 


Prie-Dieu Slum - A weakness of the upper frame when the 
patient is kneeling. The result is a falling forward of the 
head onto any convenient support and a similar action of the 
rear in the opposite direction. The patient does not black out, 


but goes into a deep torpor, and is not fully aware of his 
surroundings. 


Chancekphobia - A morbid fear of the front area of eccle- 
siastical buildings, especially of the section near the pulpit. 
The patient is struck by an attack near the door, and collapses 
into the nearest seat. 


Double Auricular Clearance - A condition due to simultaneous © 
opening of both earducts, permitting sound to leave one ear 
after entering the other. The situation is acute when the sound 
waves carry warnings, admonitions, or instructions. 


Homiletical Syndrome A state of semi-trance due to exposure to 
vocal sounds in a large room. The condition is hastened if 
there is a heavy scent of flowers and the lighting is inade- 
quate. The patient tends to lose touch with reality and often 
has an inadequate perception of time lapse. In acute cases the 
patient may become totally unconscious.

Not only are Lay people Lacking explicit support in our ordinary 
worldly mission, but our Leaders' efforts to involve us in the 
extraordinary often become a distraction. In this sense, then 
the inverted vision of the Laity is reinforced by our Church 
Leaders. 


How might the institutional Church define its nole in relation 

to the Laity? A Line of Logic might go Like this: 1) The mission 
of the Church, the people of God, is to be in the world - a 
leaven in Society. 2) The Laity as Church are the ordinary contact 
point with the world and the primary concrete instruments of 

that mission as we Live - at home, in neighbourhoods, on jobs 

and in community organization. 3) The role of the institutional 
Church is to support the Laity in this mission in the wortd. 


Therefore, the Bishop, a parish council on committee member, 
a pastor on any other Leader can measure the worth of her/his 
endeavours by this standard. To what degree does my ministry 
empower the Laity to Live their faith in the world? 


This will mean a new series of questions to be asked of the 
Laity, a Listening process which does not focus on "Do you prefer 
having Mass at 9.00 or 9.302" and "Which parish committee would 
you be interested in joining? The questions instead need to 

be non-directive and non-churchy, e.g., "What's happening in 
your Life”, "What's on your mind? or "What's your agenda?"

LISTENING 


While it is true that one's capacity to truly listen 

may improve gradually with practice, it never becomes 

an effortless process. Perhaps the primary requisite 

for a good psychiatrist is a capacity to truly listen, 
yet half a dozen times during the average "fifty-minute 
hour" I will catch myself failing to truly listen to 

what my patient is saying. Sometimes I may lose the 
thread of my patient's associations entirely, and it 

is then necessary for me to say, "I'm sorry, but I 
allowed my mind to wander for a moment and I was not 
truly listening to you. Could you run over the past 

few sentences again?" Interestingly, patients are 
usually not resentful when this occurs. To the contrary, 
they seem to understand intuitively that a vital element 
of the capacity to truly listen is being on the alert 

for those lapses when one is not truly listening, and 

my acknowledgment that my attention has wandered actually 
reassures them that most of the time I am truly listening. 
This knowledge that one is being truly listened to E 
is frequently in and of itself remarkably therapeutic. 

In approximately a quarter of our cases, whether patients 
are adults or children, considerable and even dramatic 
improvement is shown during the first few months of 
psychotherapy, before any of the roots of problems 

have been uncovered or significant interpretations 

have been made. There are several reasons for this 
phenomenon, but chief among them, I believe is the 
patient's sense that he or she is being truly listened 
to, often for the first time in years, and perhaps 

for the first time ever.
